Product review by) Jack Haring - WSIIM 


Repeaters are wonderful creations -| you're always in touch with what's 
gOlng on -- sort of like a "party-line". Have you noticed though, how the 
repeater begins to intrude into other aspects of your day - how long ragchews 
that are not of interest to you really become an annoyance to you, and how 
you mentally turn them off, or more likely actually turn the rig off? 

Once it reaches this point you now tend to become less active in the 
repeater group and, more particularly, less available by radio when someone 
wants, or needs, to reach vou. 

While trying to develop a solution to this problem I came across an 
advertisement for the SPEEPCALL model 312-K touch tone decoder kit which 
appeared to be the answer to my dilemma, After building the kit and using 
it for some months now, I am able to give it an A+ report. It is exactly 
what I was searching for. It allows me to monitor when I choose. 

However, when I wish for quiet, I can ae be reached by anyone who knows 
how. 

The kit comes with a 33 page nee eau manual which is very con- 
prehensive and compares favorably with the well respected Heathkit manuals. 
The circuitry is designed around the ITT 3201] DTMF decoder chip~-( which 
requires no external tuning components) and a custom designed logic array 
chip which contains all of the sequencing and control logic. The kit 
goes together in a few hours and provides everything you need except a 
reset push button (which is an optional extra - along with a buzzer and 
a case) and a relay if desired. Only one adjustment is required for 
which you will need a voltmeter. The only connections required are 
13.8 VDC, ground, and audio obtained from the high side of your volume 
control. 

In its most basic form you may use the unit to activate a buzzer 
when someone sends your specific touch-tone code over the repeater. The 
code may be any three to eight digits of|/the 16 possible touch-tone codes. 
I have chosen to use the last four digits of my telephone number as my 
code because that number is available ce club members via the member- 
ship roster. | 

In my configuration I also interrupt the speaker connection with a 
relay (Radio Shack #275-213) which may be driven directly by the circuit- 
ry in the kit. Thus, when my code is sent I receive a buzz (actually 
a Sonalert beep) and my speaker automatically becomes active too! If, 
however, I am not near the receiver at the time, the buzzer (and a LED) 
will let me know that someone called while I was away. 

There are many possible uses for this unit, especially in an active, 
emergency-services oriented, repeater group. The unit also has the 
capabilities of "group call" and "all call" modes, and as such can be a 
time saver in an actual emergency or in general, club related, calls. 

A code can defined which will even ne Lon call if it was placed in 
error, or if the need for the call no longer exists. 

In the wix months that I've used this unit it's been in use almost 
constantly and has never falsed. It is particularly handy in homes, 
like ours, with more than one amateur operator.

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WSYI REPORT 
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“REPORT & ORDER ISSUED ON ELIMINATION OF LOG! 


Section 97.103 (Station Log Requirements) and Section 97.105 (Retention of Logs) have 
been deleted and removed from Part 97. All routine logging has been eliminated including nota- 
tion of Third Party traffic sent and received. While the ARRL said that the current require- 
ment for a specific notation of international third party traffic should be retained in the regu- 
lations, the FCC said that there was no Commission need for this. "Self-regulation as it exists 
in the amateur community would eliminate any continued unintentional deviation from internat- 
ional treaty requirements," the Commission noted. "As to willful violations, we will retain log- 
ging requirements on a case-by-case basis through the EIC's." 


A new Section 97.92 has been added to Part 97 as follows: "When deemed necessary by 
the Engineer-in-Charge (EIC) of a Commission field facility to assure compliance with the rules 
of this part, a station licensee shall maintain a record of station operations containing such 
items of information as the EIC may require... to resolve conditions of interference or deficient 
technical operation." 


REPEATER/AUXILIAR Y/REMOTE-CONTROLLED AMATEUR STATION RECORDS NECESSARY 


Paragraph (g) is being added to the bottom of Section 97.85 as follows: 
(g) Each station in repeater operation transmitting with an effective radiated power 
greater than 100 watts on frequencies between 29.5 and 420 MHz, or 400 watts on frequencies 


_between 420 and 1215 MHz, shall have the following information included in the station records 


during any period of operation: _ 

(1.) The location of the station transmitting antenna. marked upon a topographic map 

geehaving contour intervals and having a scale of 1:250,000. : 

(2.) The transmitting antenna height above average terrain. 

(3.) The effective radiated power in the horizontal plane for the main lobe of antenna 
pattern, calculated for the maximum transmitter output power which occurs during operation; 

(4.) The maximum output power which occurs during operations; 

(5.) The loss in the transmission line between the transmitter and the antenna (including 
devices such as duplexers, cavities or circulators), expressed in decibels; and 

(6.) The relative gain in the horizonal plane of the transmitting antenna." 


New Section 97.90 is being added to the rules which requires "When a station has one or 
more associated stations, that is stations in repeater or auxilliary operation, a system network 


diagram shall be included in the station records during any period of operation." The FCC said 
that this diagram should show each linked repeater/auxilliary station and its relationship to the 
other stations in the network and to the control point(s). 


Paragraph (f) of Part 97.88 indicates the necessary records for remotely controlled stations: 
(1.) The names, addresses, and call signs of all persons authorized by the station licen- 
see to be control operators; and 


(2.) A functional block diagram of the contro! link and a technical explanation sufficient 
to describe its operation. 


The new rules concerning elimination of logging and repeater/auxiliary/remote-control 
amateur station records go into immediate effect upon publishing in the Federal Register - 
(about June 20.)
